ing life, and others foreordained to ever­ 
lasting death. 
4. Thee e angels and mer, thus pre­ 
destinated and foreordained, are partic­ 
ularly and unchangeably designed; and 
Muir number is so certain and definite 
that it cannet be either Lincreaeed or Ai­ 
rn i Histed. 
7. The rest cf mankind [the non-elect] 
God was pleased, according to the un­ 
searchable counsel cf His own wi I, 
whereby He eitendeth or with-holdetb 
mercy as He pleasetb, for the glory of 
His sovereign power over His creatures, 
to pass by, and to ordain them to dis­ 
honor and wrath for their sins, to the 
praise of His glorious justice. 
UoderltLi? creed the heathen would have 
little chance to be saved, and what the 
revisers want is to. amend the chapter 
so that it will show the general love of 
God for all mankind, that the mercy of 
Uhnst is provided f ai all, and that it may 
be preached to all creatures. 
The harsh doctrine of the third chap­ 
ter as given above, ii not the Presbyte­ 
rian doctrine of tc-dsy—not escarole. 
Practicably, so far as the preaching of it 
is concerned, it is a dead letter, and so 
the reason for its revii ion will appear 
very plain. 
In the language of Dr. 
Crosby, the creed should be revised be­ 
cause he did not believe in making i* 
appear that the only love of God there 
was in the creed was* bidden in a 
footnote! 
That pait of the tenth chapter which 
the presbyteries decided to revise, is as 
follows: — 
3. Elect infant*, dying in infancy, are 
saved by Christ through the spirit, who 
worketh when and where and how He 
pleaseth. Bo also are all other eleot 
persons who are incapable of being out­ 
wardly called by the ministry of the 
Word. 
4. Oihtra nit elect, although they 
may be

of 
the 
Word 
and 
may 
have 
some common operations of the Spirit, 
yet they never truly come unto Obi Ut 
and therefore cannot be saved. Much 
less can men not professing the chris­ 
tian religion be eaved in any other way 
whatsoever be they never so diligent to 
frame their lives according to the light 
of nature and the law of that religion 
they do pre fees, and to as3eit and main­ 
tain that they may is very pernicious 
’ and to be detested. 
The Presbyter an church does not now 
preach the damnation of ceit&in infants. 
The doctrine, born of Calvin, is too ter­ 
rible to be entertained, and therforethey 
desire to banish it completely. The idea 
of everlastingly damning the innocent 
babes and beautiful little children for 
whom Jesus had so many biestings, i0 
altogether too shocking for the enlight­ 
ened ohiiitianity cf the century. 
And yet Dr. John Hall and some other 
prominent Presbyterian clergyman, are 
vigorouely opposed to abolishing such 
old-time doctrines from the creed of the 
ohurcb.

BY ITS CLERK. 


He Absconds w ith a Package Containing 
•35,000 In G reenbacks—F atal Riot 
In a C hurch—Casualties.

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 6.—F. A. Wal­ 
ton, money clerk In the Pacific express 
company’s office at Dallas, Tex., has ab­ 
sconded with 835,000 deposited with the 
company by tho City National Bank of 
Dallas for transportation to tho Com­ 
mercial Hank of this city. Walton was 
employed by the American express com­ 
pany five years at Ionia, Mich., and 
went Into the Pacific company’s employ 
at Dallas from Wells, Fargo A Co. His 
father resides at S t Joseph, Mo. He 
has been traced to the Indian Territory 
and a detective is on his track. He loft 
Dallas last Sunday evening. 
The exposure of Walton’s crime has 
caused the biggest sensation experienced 
hero since "Jim 
Cummings" robbed 
Messenger Fotherlngham on the St 
Louis & San Francisco road of $50,000 or 
$75,000 of the Pacific express company’s 
money. The Commercial bank was ex­ 
pecting a remittance of $50,000 from tho 
Dallas bank, and receiving but 815,000 
In gold in a canvas bag notified tho bank 
of Dallas. Loaming from Dallas that 
$50,000 had boon shipped Feb. I in two 
packages—tho $15,000 in gold and $35,- 
000 in greenbacks inclosed in a regular 
express package—the St. Louis bank no­ 
tified Supt. L. A. Fuller of the Paciflg 
express company of the loss. 
On receipt of this decidedly alarming 
information Superintendent Fuller tele­ 
graphed 
Assistant 
Superintendent 
Aiken at Dallas, notifying him of the 
shortage and asking him to investigate 
and forward information as soon as pos­ 
sible. Mr. Aiken replied that t tore was 
no trace of the missing package there, 
and that Walton had been missing since 
last Sunday night. Walton’s flight led 
to tfeo belief at Dallas that he must be a 
defaulter and an Investigation had been 
made, but without result, as tho cash 
of tho Dallas office 
was found to 
be intact. When Assistant Superinten­ 
dent Aiken received Superintendent 
Fuller’s message, however, It opcued up 
4 flew avenue for Investigation, and tho 
cunning scheme of Walton to secure de­ 
lay in the discovery of the shortage was 
unfolded. He had made out two receipts, 
which were oq file In the Dallas office^ 
one for 815,000 and one for 835,ooo—on 
one blank. On the duplicate forwarded 
to St. Louis, however, no mention was 
made of the $35,000. Tho discovery of 
this fact revealed Waltoh’s guilt,and the 
assistant superintendent 
telegraphed 
Mr. Fuller that Walton had stolen tho 
missing money. 
Descriptions of the absconding money 
clerk have been wired everywhere by 
Superintendent Fuller, and the following 
circular was sent out.: 
‘“Absconded—F. A. Walton, 
clerk 
In tho Pacific express company’s office at 
Dallas, Texas,; left that city Sunday 
morning, Feb. 2, and was last seen on 
a Missouri, Kansas 
A Texas train 
going north. 
‘‘Description: Good looking; smooth, 
red face; hair dark; weight, 137 pounds; 
height 5 feet 6 Inches; medium build; 
round scar on the back of head; deaf In 
right ear; dark clothes, derby hat.” 
Superintendent Fuller says that Wal­ 
ton was always considered a young man 
of good habits. The Guarantee company 
of New York is on hip bond for $2,000. 
Walton had been with the company 
since last October. He was first em-

W ashington, Feb. 
6,—The House 
Republicans spent an entire afternoon 
in the consideration In caucus of the 
rules as prepared by the committee on 
roles. The chief point in which these 
rules differ from those that governed 
the last House are In giving the Speaker 
absolute power to decline to entertain 
dilatory motions and giving him author* 
ity to consider as present all members 
who, though presemt, decline to vote 
and from whom he can thus mako up a 
quorum. 
Another point in which these rules 
differ from those at tho last Congress is 
in giving to tho pensions committee the 
same right of way with reference to 
their bills that has been heretofore en - 
1 
Joyed only by the appropriation and 
other privileged committees. This gives 
the pensions committee an opportunity 
to pass their bills as privileged questions 
at any time they may desire to call them 
up. 
I 
Tho rule which gives the Speaker the 
right to refuse to entertain dilatory mo­ 
tions is very brief. It simply says that 
no dilatory motion shall be entertained 
by the Speaker. 
The rule relating to the count of mem­ 
bers present, although not voting, pro­ 
vides that on tho demand of any mem­ 
ber the names of members present and 
not voting on any calls for the yeas and 
nays shall be noted by the clerk, an­ 
nounced as counted and recorded in tho 
Journal and in the record immediately 
after the names of those voting under 
the head of “ present, but not voting." 
A number of minor changes were 
made by the caucus, but they were of 
Comparatively small importance. 
Those 
features of the rules referred to above 
as essentially differing from the old 
tules were approved by the caucus. 
The Democratic caucus in the hall of 
the House discussed the code rules for­ 
mulated by the Republicans and sub­ 
mitted to them for consideration. Mr.. 
Holman presided. The attendance was 
large and tho caucus very harmonious 
throughout. Considerable dissatisfac­ 
tion was caused by the fact that where­ 
as each member at the Republican cau­ 
cus was supplied with a copy of the 
rules, only two copies had been furnish­ 
ed for tho use of tho Democrats, one 
copy for Mr. Carlisle and another for 
Mr. Randall, the Democratic members 
of the committee on rules. 
The Democrats were very soverc in 
their criticism upon the rules, claiming 
that tho code as proposed ignored almost 
completely the rights of the minority, 
placing it within the power of the 
Speaker to determine Ina most arbitrary 
manner any question that might arise 
at any time as to the right of recogni­ 
tion by the chair of a Democratic mem­ 
ber of tho House, no matter upon what 
question or for what purpose such mem­ 
ber demanded recognition. The Speaker 
could thus assume and arbitrarily deter­ 
mine in his own mind that such measure 
w&9 of a nature to be classed with dila­ 
tory motions introduced for tho purpose 
of obstructing business and defeating 
legislation. The Democrats think that 
they ought to havo accorded to them 
at least a week to discuss thcso rules 
In debate, each member to be supplied 
w ith a copy before they aro submittted 
to the House for adoption.

W ashington, Feb. 6.—The funeral of 
Mrs. and Miss Tracy at the White House 
Wednesday morning, though considered 
private, was one of the most Imposing 
and largest that has taken place here in 
recent years.

athered around the W hite House and a 
etall of fifty polico was necessary to 
maintain lines. 
When tho hour of the funeral arrived 
the crowd had swelled to over 5,OGO. In 
the Whito House the east room had been 
Converted into a temporary chapel, a 
temporary pulpit having been erected 
on the south side, near the conter. Di­ 
rectly in front were tho two caskets, 
Completely burled beneath the floral 
Offerings, which were superb and of

florists could Imagine. 
Around the caskets were arranged rows 
Of chairs, and the entire room was filled 
to its utmost capacity. 
The army and navy officers were 
present in full uniform, all public offi­ 
cials, the entire diplomatic corps, in­ 
cluding the Chinese, Japanese and Corcan 
legation and Pan-American congress del­ 
egates in a body, and at least IOO Sena 
tors and members of the Houso of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
The services were conducted by the 
Rev. George W. Douglas of St. John's 
Episcopal church and tho Rev. George 
u Elliott of the Foundery Methodist 
piscopal church. The music was by 
I Axe celebrated Schubert quartet of Now 
rk, assisted by ten young men from 
John’s church. 
The services in the house lasted only 
half an hour, and the cortege then 
Started for Rock Creek cemetery, where 
the caskets were placed temporarily. 
Gen. Catlin and Frank B. Tracy were 
the only members of the family who ac­ 
companied tho remains, Secretary Tracy 
and the others being still too feeble by 
reason of their terrible affliction and in­ 
juries.
